Batamen Entoyed Privileges in Good Old Pays of Rasebail. 
Forty-seven years ago todey. Nov 30, 1870. a number of men 
interested in professional baseball held a meeting in New York to 
consider the rules to govern the game The diamond pastime as a 
business proposition was then in its Infancy In 1869 the Cinéin- 
nati Red Stockines were the qnly all-professional club in the field, 
, 


although the Philadelphia AthTe‘ics and a few other clubs had some 
standing by being 


paid men, These maintained their “amateur” 
astensibly employed as butchers, bakers or candlestick makers, al- 
they were never found working at their trades In 1870 


though 
there were a score or more of clubs which paid their players rerular 
salaries, of permitted them to share in the gate receipts. Among the 
rules adopted at the New York meeting for governing the profes- 
sional game was one which gave to the hatter the privilege of calling 
for a high or a low ball. This was nothing new, for from the dim 
beginnings of the game the batsmen had enjoyed that advantage. 
The amateur player of the ‘60s could direct the pitcher to deliver 
the pellet, knee, waist or shoulder high, as suited his faney, and the 
twirler was bound to do his best to follow instructions, Of alll 
the old rules governing the American pastime, this seems the 
strangest to the present-day fans, yet it prevailed in both amateur 
and professional circley up to 1886, and was not finally nbolished 
until 1887, Since then it has been the business of the pitcher to 
baffle the batter, and, as a result, baseball has been almost trans- 
formed, For purposes of comparison the old records of baseball are 
well nigh useless, for the changes in the code of baseball aaopted 
at a meeting in Cleveland in 1887 were revolutionary in their nature, 
The batting hero of the early days would almost certainly be made 
to look like a monkey by a bush league twirler of the present era 
Tt would be a highly interesting experiment, and one that would 
doubtless be welcomed by fans, if two clubs of major league stars 
should pull off a game under the old rules in vogue in the ‘70s 
The pitching would have to be underhand, and ali curves tabooed 
The batter could use any style size or weight of bat he might choose, 
It could be ten feet long and weigh a hundred pounds if desired, 
No strikes would be called unless the batter swung and missed. In 
some of the old games 4 twirler put over forty or fifty balls before a 
strike wos called on the batsman. And while they rolled up some 
pretty big scores in those days, the things that could be accoipiished 
in that line today would make the old-timers do a handspring in their

A Poor Way to Help 

When the war began, certain 
people in all parts of Canada, who 
themselves either could not enlist 
or would not enlist, considered it 
to be their patriotic duty and their 
pleasant privilege to heap insults 
and abuse upon others whom they 
thought should enlist. Now that 
conscription has been adopted, 
many newspapers supporting the 
autocratic imposition of the Act 
have revived this campaign of | 
abuse, and seem to think their zeal | 
for the country and its cause re- 
quires them to hold up to con- 
tempt as ‘‘slackers’’ the men who 
are called up in Class 1. The im- 
pudence of this sort of thing is 
monumental, If the men in Class 
1 are ‘‘slackers’’ because they did 
not enlist voluntarily so are their 
crities And surely the result of | 
trying to abuse men into voluntar- | 
ily enlisting was such as to forbid 
the employment of the same means 
to arouse the martial spirit of the 
men who are being drafted. Noth- 
ing did more to kill the spirit of 
voluntary enlistment in Canada 
and to drive men away from the 
recruiting places than the imperti- 
nent and domineering activities 
of people who had no intention of 
enlisting themselves; and nothing
